Access to the pond is either by
walking or bicycling about 1 1/2 miles along one of the
park carriage roads; take the Eagle Lake entrance.

Lower Breakneck Pond has sufficient cool, well-
oxygenated water for brook trout. Although both Lower and
Upper Breakneck Ponds are stocked annually with fall
fingerling brook trout, Lower Breakneck provides a more
consistent fishery.

The pond is closed to ice fishing.
